Mc Fitzgerald was drefled in’ a brown: {tuff pellice 
outfide coat, lined with hair, ati old uniform coat of 
the Caftletcown hunt, a Mannel wailtcogt and draw- 
ers, dark grey linen ftockings, and thoes ‘without 
buckles, a very old rdund hat, having a piece of 
white cord as a band. 

Some time after the Court had adjourned, 
Brecknock and Fulton were put into a kind of cart, 
drawn by one horfe, and carried pinioned to the 
place. of execution, on the hill of Ca(tlebar, where 
the New Goal is building, and where part of the fcaf- 
folding was appropriated tothe purpofe of a gallows. 
In fome time after, Mr Fitzgerald came out of the 
gaol, but had not changed his drefs; and-having 
previoufly befeeched of the Sheriff, not to’ permit 
him to be pinioned or tied with cords, he walked, 

without any kind of manacle, to the place of exe- 
cution, furrounded by ttrong detachments of both 
horfe and foot. He was attended by the Reverend 
Mr Henry, and, at the gallows, by three other 
clergymen, While there, he read Dr Dodd’s 
thoughts in prifon, as alfo his Jaft prayers and, 
when the executioner was about to launch him into 
eternity, he requefted of the Sheriff to give him five 
minutes longer time, and then pulled the cap over 
his face. Upon being told, that the time was elap- 
‘fing falt, Mr Fitzgerald replied, “ Sure it is not 
** fo long! IL have juit collected myfelf. _ Pray; let’ 
*¢ me die in peace !” , "ge 

By the mifmanagement of the executioner, the 
rope by which Mr Fitgerald was fufpended inftantly 
broke, on the fudden jirk of his fwinging off the 


{ ladder. This accident was priticipally occafioned 


by the rope being tied round a flat board, a part of 
the feaffolding of the New Goal, with which, as 
we have already mentioned, this temporary gallows 
was conitruéed. Mr Fitzgeraid.then fell-.on his 
fhoulder, but immediately. recovered himfelf. and 
ftood on his legs, and called out to the Sheriff, fay- 
ing—“ Mr Sheriff, it is impoffible but that you 
** fhould knaw fuch a rope could not hang any man, 
‘* —pray get a better!” The clergymen immedi- 
ately furrounded him, when a new rope was obtain- 
ed and replaced about his neck. He was then re- 


ufed to do. ‘The ladder was drawn away, and the 


him down fo far that his feet for fome time actually 
touched the -ground, till the hangman. with much 
difficulty drew him up, but ig fuch a manner, that 
he ftill remained fufpended within eighteen inches 
of the ground, where he hung a confiderable time 5

He was Sreffed oy the clergymen to join in 
switing Dr-Dodd’s lat prayer, and was at length 
ed, If he’ had any objections to it? His anfwer 
wei 6s No—he had read it, and faw no harm im it; 
Wefo they might read ic for him.” 
. «le appeared to have great compofure towards his 
jit moments, {till looking itedfaftly at Fitzgerald ; 
and upon his being -launched into eternity, at the 
; New Goal, mei. his fate with great refoluuon, anda 
fee of levity hardly to be credited, having con- 
yerfed. even jeited, with the gentlemen round him ; 
and-when the ladder was going to be turned, he put 
his haods, with attonifhiog careleffnefs, into his bree- 
ghes pockets, and was launched into eternity, with- 
out the minuteft apparent difcompofure, and not 
troubling himfelf with making any confeffion, 

John Fulton, who was the fon of a bailiff belong- 
ing to Mr Fitzgerald, behaved at the place of exe- 
cution with great decency and becoming penitence. 
Being afked with regard to the crime for which he 
was about to fuffer, he acknowledged that, ** he, 
two perfons not yet taken, and others, confpired to 
"take the life Patrick Randall M‘Donnel, and 
that-he was guilty of the crime for which he was a- 
bout to fusfer :”—He faid, that * Scots Andrew 
Vhad-offered “him tool. at one time, to kill Mr 
_. M‘Donnell, which he certainly endeavoured to do; 
«bat that he had not a word on the fubject with Mr 
Fitzgerald, except once, when he and Hughes, 
yi not yet taken, had way-laid and fired at Patrick 
~ Randall M‘Donnell, and one of the thot hit him in 
‘the heel; on telling of which to Mr Fitgerald, he 
faid; “ The devil may fire Fed eyes out! why did 
you not fire higher up, and hit him in the head or 
jtomach?”? Fulton confeffed other enormities, which 
are improper to be related : — Ho entreated the for- 
givenels of all thofe whom he had offended, and 
was very devout and earneft in his prayers before he 
was launched into eternity. His body, after being 
-tut or fearred, was delivered tq his friends. 

The body of George Robert Fitzgerald was im- 
_ mediately after the execution carried to the ruins ‘of 
Tarlough+houfe, and was waked in a {table adjoin- 
-ing, with a few candles placed about it. On the 
-pext day, it was catried to the church-yard at 
Turlough, where he was buried on what is generally 
termed the. wrong fide of the church, in his clothes, 
without a, coffin.
